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Assesso rs Sho uld Decide On Tax Ex empt Land . . . State

KINGSTON 
Shou ld relig iou s, edu cational, and charitable g rou ps be 
ex empt from pay ing tax es on land that is not specifically u sed 
for those pu rposes0 
The Temporary State Commission of State apd Local 
Finance has recommended that local assessors be permitted to 
ju dg e what land shou ld be tax ex empt, 
A nu mber of Ulster Cou nty officials feel the idea has merit 
considering that there is a total of $72 million in total property 
ex emptions in the 20 towns of the cou nty compared with $3.4 
million in Su lliv an Cou nty . Abou t a qu arter of the tax 
ex emptions are taken by relig iou s, scou ting , some edu cational, 
historic and patriotic g rou ps. The balance is owned by state, 
town and cou nty g ov ernments, fire departments, schools, and 
colleg es. 
Shawang u nk is the big g est loser in Ulster Cou nty with $13 
million in ex empt property . 
The State Commission's recommendation is in keeping with 
leg islation adv anced by the Assembly ’s Real Property Tax 


Committee which predicts that a chang ing of the tax ex emption 
ru les will pass this y ear. The state commission has su g g ested 
that the leg islatu re re-dellne the meaning of the word “ex emp­ 
tion" as u sed in the State Constitu tion. 
The commission is specifically concerned abou t those lands 
owned by relig iou s org anizations in particu lar whic are not u sed 
directly for relig iou s pu rposes. 
A case in point is the Watchtower Bible and Tract Society 
which owns a total of tax ex empt property in Shawang u nk and 
Gardiner in the amou nt of $12,016 ,000. 
Watchtower owns three tracts in Shawang u nk, one with an 
ex empt v alite of $9 00,000, another at $10,6 35,000 and a third 
at $200,(XX). Of that land. 400 acres is u sed for bu ilding s, the 
King dom Hall and residences, bu t 59 1 acres are in field crops 
according to the records of the Ulster Cou nty Real Property Tax 
Ag ency . It also has 6 10 acres in Gardiner. 
Abou t a y ear ag o, Leg islator Robert H. Ku hlmann (R-Dist.7 ) 
mov ed to hav e the leg islatu re g o on record opposing the 
Watchtower’s plan to acqu ire more acreag e in Ulster Cou nty 
whic wou ld hav e to be taken off the tax rolls and g iv en ex empt 


statu s. The cou nty board approv ed the measu re. 
Ku hlmann arg u ed that relig iou s org anizations shou ld pay 
“ their fair share" of tax es on any thing ou tside of relig iou s 
bu ilding s. 
In its report the state commisssion said that for many y ears 
the constitu tional ex emption has merely been repeated in 
statu te, withou t leg islativ e definition. The commission recom­ 
mended limiting the ex emption to property u sed ex clu siv ely lor 
constitu tionally stated pu rposes. 
Richard Decker, ex ecu tiv e director of the state commission, 
said that the qu estion of ex empted land was g iv en hig h priority 
as a resu lt of pu blic hearing s throu g hou t the state. He said the 
present law g rants hu ndreds of different ty pes of ex emptions 
and each time one is g ranted the bu rden is shifted to the 
remaining tax pay ers. 
If the law is chang ed to allow a local assessor to determine 
ex emptions, it is possible that many acres now off the tax rolls 
wou ld be retu rned to them, in tu rn sav ing cou nty tax pay ers 
u ntold thou sands of dollars. 


Rey nolds said it is difficu lt to determine at this time the total 
amou nt that the cou nty is losing each y ear bu t it is con­ 
siderable. In the case of Shawang u nk, the land there is assessed 
at fu ll v alu e. 
leg islatu re Chairman Peter J. Sav ag o said the cou nty board 
is following te prog ress of the state commission and the 
leg islation pending in Albany . 
In addition to Shawang u nk other towns like Denning . 
Hardenbu rg h and Ksopu s are also particu larly feeling the effect 
of ex emptions. 


Total ex emptions by towns are as follows: Denning , $1.2 
million; Esopu s. $1.9 million; Gardiner, $456 ,9 50 ; Hard 
enbu rg h, $130,240; Hu rley , $58 3,050; Yown of King ston $3.4<X);

Renovation of Auditorium 
Criticized Again by UCCAC

Committee has ag ain asked the city to si ft 
its emphasis from recreation to hou sing re­ 
habilitation in its Commu nity Dev elopment 
Prog ram. 
Bu t May or Francis R. Koenig , so far, is 
play ing a pat hand. 
Koenig ’s hand was considerably streng th­ 
ened last Tu esday by the annou ncement from 
Washing ton that 
HUD had approv ed the 
city ’s $1,359 ,000 application for fu nding u n­ 
der the first y ear of the prog ram withou t 
amendment. 
Commu nity Action had asked HUD to hold 
off on the city ’s application u ntil some of its 
(Commu nity Action’s) concerns had been ad­ 
dressed by the city . HUD, which had u ntil 
.Ju ne 10 to rev iew the city ’s application, ob­ 
v iou sly chose to ig nore the criticism of UC­ 
CAC. 
As a resu lt of HUD’s action, Commu nity 
Action has only two way s to g o: to Koenig or 
to cou rt. Both sides say they want to av oid a 
cou rt battle ov er King ston Commu nity De- 
i v elopment prog ram. 
Most of that critiicism has been and con- 
tines to circu late arou nd Koenig 's plan to 
spend $.375,(XX) for the renov ation and con­ 
v ersion of the ‘ Mu nicipal Au ditoriu m into a 


r ,d-town neig hborhood center. 
And it was the au ditoriu m which was the 
prime topic of discu ssion at Friday ’s meeting 
in Koenig 's office between officials from UC­ 
CAC and staff and the Ad Hoc Committee 
for 
commu nity 
dev elopment 
headed 
by 
Estelle Kattleson. 


A nu mber of points abou t the decision on 
the mu nicipal au ditoriu m were clarified, how­ 
ev er. It was determined that the decision was 
Koenig ’s and not the Commu nity Dev elop- 
ment Adv isory Cou ncil. 
Stev e Tu llberg , an attorney with UCCAC, 
brou g ht that point home with the observ ation 
that the Adv isory Cou ncil had neither dis­ 
cu ssed nor recommended what amou nts to 
the sing le larg est project in the city ’s com­ 
mu nity Dev elopment prog ram 
Neither did 
any of the ore than 50 persons who spoke at 
two pu blic bearing s in Janu ary . 
“ It was y ou r decision,” he told Koenig . 
“\ou can u ndecide it." 
Tu llberg attem pted to u se that fact as 
lev erag e in g etting Koenig to switich fu nds 
from the bu ilding into hou sing . Koenig de­ 
ferred to the Commu nity Dev elopment Ad­ 
v isory Cou ncil. Tu llberg ag ain pointed ou t 
that it had been and was Koenig ’s decision.

Ex -King sto nian Wo rking With Refug ees

Opposition to Vietnamese 
» fu g ees isn’t coining from the 
eople who are working with 
hem, according to a former 
Ling stonian now working in 
he Fort Chaffee, Arkansas 
irocessing center. 
“On the contrary ,” reports 
dare B. Adin, who with his 
rife is working 12-hou r shitts 
it the center. “When y ou meet 
he Vietnamese people and re- 
ilize the patience and stamina 
hey hav e, y ou can’t help bu t 
espect them. 
Many of the people in Fort 
>mith, Arkansas where Marc 


and wife are liv ing temporati- 
ly , hav e v olu nteered for 12- 
hou r shifts at nearby Fort 
Chaffee, aiding in processing 
the Vietnamese l» eing tlown 
into the center as part of a 
massiv e relocation prog ram. 
Adin also pu t to rest the 
ru mor that only the wealthier 
Vietnamese who cou ld bu y 
their way ou t or those with 
close ties to someone in Ameri­ 
ca were su ccessfu l in leav ing 
their wartorn cou ntry . 
"It’s a mistake to think they 
are all rich,” Adin said. "Only 
abou t 10 percent of them hav e 
more than a few dollars. The 
rest of them come with no 


m oney , no sponsors, no 
nothing — ju st the clothes on 
their backs.” 
The occasional rich refu g ee 
does make for some startling 
contrasts, howev er. Adin said 
that shortly after processing a 
former chief ju stice of the Viet­ 
namese Su preme Cou rt he 
fou nd himself caring for a 
woman and two small children 
with nothing bu t the clothes 
they wore. 
The 
Vietnamese 
are 
not 
strang ers to Adin. After g radu ­ 
ating 
from 
King ston 
Hig h 
School he went into the serv ice, 
and was sent to Vietnam, 
where he was wou nded. He 
came home with a pu nctu red 
eardru m, concu ssion, malaria, 
mononu cleosis, 
and 
sev eral 
other ailments that now entitle 
him to a small pension. 
The son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Aaron A. Adin of 150 Washing ­ 
ton Av enu e enrolled at the 
State Univ ersity Colleg e at 
New Paltz, where he majored 
in American History and cu l­ 


tu re and Asian stu dies, a com­ 
bination that resu lted in his 
assig nment to Fort Chaffee by 
the Department of Health, 
E du c a tio n a n d. W elfare 
(HEW) office in Dallas, where 
he normally works. 
Adin, a v ocal opponent of 
the Vietnam war for a long 
time, was activ e in campu s 
affairs at New Paltz as a mem­ 
ber of the Vietnam Veterans 
Opposed to the War. He is still 
at a loss to u nderstand those 
w h o 
s u p p o r t e d 
t h e 
g ov ernment’s condu ct of the 
war. 


"The people who were ex ­ 
tremely v ocal in su pporting 
the war are now the most v ocal 
in opposing the refu g ees,” he 
noted. 
Processing of refu g ees, after 
a prelininary phy sical ex am, 
separates those with resou rces 
and American sponsors from 
those with neither resou rces or 
sponsors. Sponsors are limited 


to spou ses, parents, or chil­ 
dren, 
and do not 
inclu de 
brothers an d sisters. Non- 
sponsored refu g ees face a wait 
of from one to three months in 
the refu g ee centers, he said. 


Adin and his wife are at­ 
tempting to sponsor two wom­ 
en, one of whom serv ed as a 
translator at the American 
embassy in Saig on, and her 
y ou ng er sister. The older wom­ 
an now serv es as Adin’s trans­ 
lator in dealing with the re­ 
fu g ees at Fort Chaffee. 


Adin issu ed a plea for people 
in the King ston area to con­ 
sider becoming sponsors for 
some of the people now pou r­ 
ing into refu g ee relocation cen­ 
ters at Camp Pendleton, Cali­ 
fornia, Eg lin Air Force Base, 
Florida, and Fort Chaffee. Ar­ 
rang ements 
can 
be 
made 
throu g h the International Re­ 
fu g ee Org anization, the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross or the Salv a­ 
tion Army , he said.

The new g ov ernment in Sou th Vietnam said 
today there was still scattered resistance to the 
Commu nist takeov er and warned the "reac­ 
tionary remnants” they wou ld be sev erely pu n­ 
ished. 
Radio Saig on broadcasts monitored in Bang ­ 
kok also said thou sands of troops from the 
former Sou th Vietnamese army , inclu ding fou r 
g enerals, had su rrendered in accordance with 
orders issu ed by the new reg ime. 
Delay ed dispatches from UPl’s Saig on bu reau 
said Su nday the Viet Cong has promised to hold 
nationwide elections in Sou th Vietnam bu t 
refu sed to set a date for the v ote. 
The g ov ernment has also called for reu nifica­ 
tion of North and Sou th Vietnam, bu t said its 
first priority was normalizing life in Saig on. 
The radio broadcast said the new Sou th 
Vietnamese g ov ernment was being reorg anized 
in traditional Commu nist form and "rev olu ­ 
tionary committees" had been established in 
each of Saig on’s 11 districts. 
The broadcast 
reported 
an editorial 
in 
Saig on’s only newspaper which said, “there still 
remain many reactionary wicked and obdu rate 
elements ... who still harbor the day dream of 
‘u sing a cru tch to oppose the sky .’ 
"In a nu mber of areas, they refu se to report, 
hide weapons and perform scattered acts ol 
opposing the rev olu tion, sabotag ing order and 
secu rity , sowing false news, encroaching on the 
people’s iife and property or setting u p phony 
rev olu tionary committees." 
The editorial warned they wou ld be "sev erely 
pu nished," a common eu phemism for ex ecu ­ 
tion. 
"Since ou r forces and people hav e defeated 
half a million U.S. troops and more than a 
million pu ppet troops, there is no reason for 
them to allow a g rou p of reactionary remnants 
to act at will,” it said. 
Howev er, UPI correspondents in Saig on said 
there had been no reports of armed opposition 
in the city since the Commu nist takeov er April 
30. 
In another broadcast, Radio Saig on reported 
that since military reg istration was ordered last 
Thu rsday , 
24 g enerals, 
400 colonels, and 
thou sands of troops had tu rned themselv es in. 
The radio said most were allowed to retu rn 


to tjieir homes. It said the g enerals inclu ded 
Maj. Gen. Trou ng Minh Dan, former com­ 
mander of the 18 th ARVN div ision at Xu an 
Loc, and Lt. Gens. Ng u y en Van Ty and Ng u y en 
Hu u Co, both former defense ministers. 
Delay ed dispatches from UPI’s Saig on bu reau 
said Su nday the leader of the "military m an­ 
ag ement committee” ru nning the Sou th Viet­ 
namese capital annou nced plans last week for 
the election. 
Gen. Tran Van Tra told a news conference 
last Thu rsday the Viet Cong ’s Prov isional Rev o­ 
lu tionary Gov ernment wou ld drop the word 
"Prov isional" from its title after the v ote. 
“When there is a g eneral election there will 
be no more ‘Prov isional,’" the g eneral said. 
Tra refu sed to set a date for the election, 
howev er, and said the military committee 
wou ld stay in power "to org anize normal life" 
and pu t down any secu rity threats in Saig on. 
"That is why we cannot speak of a time 
limit,” he said. 
The g eneral held his news conference u nder 
the cry stal chandeliers of an ornately carpeted 
room in the fallen g ov ernment’s presidential 
palace. 
Tra, head of the 11-member committee ru n­ 
ning Saig on, said secu rity is still the major 
problem in the Sou th Vietnamese capital. 
The UPI dispatches, dated last Thu rsday , 
arriv ed in Hong Kong Su nday after being 
mu ted throu g h the North Vietnamese capital of 
Hanoi. 
UPI Saig on bu reau manag er Alan Dawson 
and UPI Asian news editor l^eon Daniel sig ned 
the dispatches. It was not known if the rejjort.s 
were censored. 
Gen. Tra, in his news conference, v owed to 
take ov er all property owned by ev acu ated U.S. 
citizens "becau se American imjjerialism has 
not honored its commitments" to the 19 73 P 
r i s peace ag reement. 
The g eneral promised a "policy of leniency " 
toward Sou th Vietnamese refu g ees who lied the 
cou ntry before the Commu nist takeov er. 
"Ou r g ov ernment will continu e to take care 
of ev ery Vietnamese at home or abroad, with 
the ex ception of a nu mber of reactionary ring 
leaders or people who continu e to cling to 
foreig n imperialism," he said.
